Mutilated and seared by fire, the 
bodies of Patrolman Burt G. Lovejoy 
and George C. Peters, a former police 
chauffeur, were found Sunday buried 
in a ten-foot hole in the east bottoms. 


The two men are believed to have 
been tortured to death by bootleggers. 
They were found in a section known 
as “jungle land,” a rendezvous of 
lawbreakers, 

A searching party, headed by Chief 
of Police William A. Shreeve, after 
an all-day hunt in the gumbo and 
weeded thickets of the marshlands, 


came upon the cove, which was for-. 


merly used as a cache for booze. 
Tungue Cut Out. 

Lovejoy had been shot in the back, 
his throat slashed and his tongue cut 
out. The top of Peters’ head had been 
blown away. 


Coal oil had been sprinkled over 
the bodies, and they had been set 
afire and then dumped into the hole. 
The slayers then threw wooden planks 
over the pit. 

Dan C. Coffman, 50, and Edward 
Yates, 46, told officers that they had 
aided Lovejoy and Peters in moving 
60 T5-gallon jugs of whisky from a 
still in the bottom last Sunday. 

Lovejoy and Pe:ers had been miss- 
ing since Tuesday. When the former 
failed to report for duty an investiga- 
tim was begun and brought forth the 
theory that the two had been slain by 
moonshiners.

His majesty’s stow recovery makes 
such a trip advisable, according to 
an official statement given cout at the 
palace Sunday night. 

Passes Fair Day. 

‘the king passed a fair day de- 
spite a rise of temperature in the eve- 
ning,” the official bulletin announced, 
“Slow progress continues. The bron- 
chitis, followed somewhat severe in- 
fluenza, has extended to the base of 
the lungs. The maJady is apt to be 
tedious and resistant. 

“In order to secure complete res- 
toration of his health and fitness, his 
majesty has been advised to proceed 
tu the south of France, when he be- 
cormses convalescent, for a cruise of 
several weeks aboard his yacht.” 


Sunday night’s official bulletin is 
ithe first intimation from his majes- 
ty s physicians that the illness, which 
besa» as a severe cold and developed 
into influenza and bronchitis, was a 
wutter of more than ordinary discom- 
fort to the royal patient. 

Intermittent bulletins since the 
king was ordered to remain within 
the palace have indicated that his ill- 
ness has been stubbornly resisting 
treatment, but each official statement 
has repurted “slow progress.”’

His Health Impaired. 

The war years dealt heavily with 
the health of all concerned, and King 
George was no exception, His early 
training was in the navy and he led a 
robust, active life as a sea-going sajl- 
or, Since succeeding to the throne 
Muy 6, 1910, his pleasures and recrea- 
tion have been those of the ordinary 
British gentleman of wealth. He 
raced, shot grouse in Scotland, sailed 
his yacht, Britannica, at the annual 
Cowes regatta, and had his daily ride 
in the park or country.

Washington, February 2¥.—The 
capital’s great quadrennial celebra- 
tion is but 10 days in the offing, and 
unless artificial respiration is ‘used 
to stir inaugural celebrants, March 
4 is likely to be a great disappoint- 
ment. 

Uusually the residents of the dis- 
trict are making their plans for the 
induction into office of the president 
weeks in advance, and by the time 
the inauguration is two weeks in the 
future the entire city is decorated 
with bunting in anticipation. - This 
year the impending event has caused 
no excitement among the populace, 
prohibition and the weather holding 
their own as the chief topies for con- 
versation. So far only a few build- 
ings have had any attention from 
the decorators. 

Plans Near Completion. 

Carpenters have been at work for a 
couple of weeks erecting the inaugural 
platform in front of the capitol and 
reviewing stands have been cunstruct- 
ed on the baleonies of the treasury 
building and the postoffice depart- 
ment, 

Otherwise, everything is quiet. 
Business firms that usually look for- 
ward to inauguration day in some- 
what the ‘manner that main street 
merchants await circus day are fear- 
ful that the president’s economny pro- 
gram will curtail the crowd to the 
extent that business will be no better 
than usual. For this reason they 
have adopted a few economy measures 
themselves. and the celebration eom- 
mittee is having a hard time raising 
funds to defray the expenses of the 
meager program contemplated. 

There is but one group who are 
looking forward to the biz day, but 
even their activities are likely to he 
curtailed considerably. Following the 
disclosure Saturday of alleged boot- 
legging activities in the capital, pro- 
hibition agents have taken steps to 
guard the celebrants from a great im- 
portation of synthetic gin and other 
Volstead beverages. 

Highways Guarded. 

The highways entering the capital 
are now guarded and trains arrive 
under chaperonage of the _ federal 
agents. Already the prices of liquor 
are beginning to mount, according. to 
some who have made purchases re- 
cently. According to these rumors, 
gin which has been selling at $5 
a gallon is likely to be quoted at 
nearly double that by March 4. 

But. while the inauguration cere- 
monies during the day are receiving 
little attention, the ball in the eve- 
ning is being looked forward to with 
considerable expectancy. The inau- 
gural ball will be given in Washing- 
ton’s newest and largest hotel and 
will be the grand opening of that hos- 
teiry. Because of considerable ad- 
vertising and the fact that the table 
cover charge for the ball is the high- 


est that Washington dancers have 
ever paid, the would-be merry-makers 
are looking forwarc to a sophisticated 
entertainment in their rather provin- 
cial home-town.

OR FOSDICK SEES 
NEW REFORMATION 
NRELIION COMING 


Split From Evangelical 
Churches Hinted in 
Farewell Sermon of Fa- 
mous Gotham Minister. 


New York, February 22.—The Rev. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, whose serv- 
ices as special preacher at the First 
Presbyterian church end on March 1, 
by order of the New York presbytery, 
declared today in his farewell sermon 
that a new relizious reformation was 
on its way, which might possibly have 
to “split away from the evanyelical 
churches as the Lutheran reformatiun 
had to split from the old church.” 

Dr. Fosdick, who, as,a Baptist min- 
ister holding a [Presbyterian pulpit, 
was the subject of much contreversy 
in the dispute between the funda- 
mentalists and modernists, said in his 
sermon today that multitudes of 
Christians “have not the religion of 
Jesus,” but only the “religion about 
Jesus,” and that “the religion ubout 
Jesus tends to crowd out, smother and 
destroy the religion of Jesus.”

ORIENTAL FUNERAL

DIESAT GREENVILLE 


Pioneer Georgian and 
Mother of Judge Warner 
Hill Succumbs at Age of 
Ninety-Two. 


Greenville, Ga., February 22.—Mrs. 
Mary Jane Hill, 92, daughter of the 
late Judge,Hiram Warner, one time 
chief justice of the supreme’ court of 
Georgia, and . mother of . Judge 
Hiram Warner Hill, justice of the 
supreme court of Georgia, died this 
morning at 7:30 o'clock. The funer- 
al will take place from the ante- 
bellum residence tomorrow aftrnoon. 

A member of the first family of 
Meriwether county, Mrs. Hill . was 
also sprung from ancestry of the 
highest influence in Georgia. She 
was widely connected with the most 
prominent families of the state. Her 
untle, Judge Obadiah Warner, pre- 
sided over the first court held in Ful- 
ton county. When a child, she ac- 
companied her father on his trips 
over the circuit, at that time includ- 
ing Atlanta, then the village of Mar- 
thesville. On one of these excursions 
and in company with Mrs. W. H. 


Felton, of Cartersville, the first wom- 
an senator in the United States, she 
was a passenger on the tirst train 
leaving Atlanta. 

Born in Knoxville, Mrs. Hill’s 
ents soon moved to Talbotton, where 
her father practi law with George 
Towns, who later became governor 
of Georgia.

earnestly impressed upon the 
people of Georgia. Every word 
written by the Baltimore editor 1s 
true, and no man in Georgia 
knows conditions in Georgia better, 
for it is his business, and has been 
for thirty years, to study the con-

There are far greater possibilities

sses. If used with the enersy and 
e skill and the brain and the brawn 
* New England they will enable the 

ople of Georgia, and of other south- 
“, states, to utilize these edvantages 
nd build industrial and agricultural 
‘evelopment to a print where Georgia 
will be, as it should be, as much rich- 
-r than Massachusetts as its area and 
ts resources exceed those of Massa- 
husetts. This depends altogether upon 
che people of Georgia. 

There is no question as to the 
truth of that statement as extrav- 
agant as it may seem at first glance. 
Georgia has potential hydro electric 
power, some utilized and much 
going to waste. It has stable labor 
conditions. It is in the center of a 
group of states from which much 
of America’s raw material comes. 
It has an all-year work climate; 
agricultural _ possibilities; 
great transportation facilities; 
great inland waterway possibili- 
ties undeveloped; as good a people 
as on the face of the earth. Then 
what is the matter? 

It is answered in the following 
extract from the same letter: 


If Georgia will follow the line of 
your address and concentrate its ener- 
gies upon more industries, more di- 
versified and intensified agriculture, 
and less on rotten politics, it can 
within the next few years make a 
progress which would now seem al- 
most impossible except to those of 
vision who have the power to see 
what these resources could accom- 
plish when rightly utilized. The work 
which your company is doing should 
set the pace for the whole state. 

“Rotten politics!” Not only rot- 
ten, but entirely too much. 

In Sunday’s Constitution this 
subject was discussed. It is need- 
less to repeat here what was said 
then, but the truth of the deplor- 
able situation should be earnestly 
considered, and in a spirit of 
remedy. 

Georgia’s great road program 
stands seriously embarrassed today 
at the very door of rotten politics.

MENACING PREJUDICES. 


The council of the league of na- 
tions appointed to look into the 
various, problems of practical inter- 
national disarmament will inquire of 
the United States what- legislative 
difficulties, if any, exist whereby a 
general proportionate reduction in 
the private manufacture of arms can- 
not be ordered. 

The Associated Press, discussing 
the problem as turned over gener- 
ally at Geneva, says: 


“The United States was the center 
of discussion throughout the day’s 
meetings. The various speakers ad- 
dressing the full disarmament com- 
mission emphasized the necessity of 
American collaboration, but all seem- 
ed under the impression that the 
United States did not desire an invi- 
tation to the conference on private 
manufacture. This belief was chiefly 
the outgrowth of the statement by 
Mr. McNeil that legislation in various 
American states would prevent effec- 
tive collaboration by the Washington 
government. M. Jouhaux, of France, 
who made a vigorous speech insisting 
on immediate action, asserted he was 
couvinced a way -could be found to 
assure helpful American collaboration 
without the commission being suspect- 
ed of wishing to interfere with the 
American constitution.” 

If this nation fails to cooperate to 
the fullest extent in the serious, sin- 
cere efforts of the other major na- 
tions of the world to practically— 
and not theoretically—reduce arma- 
ment of every nature, simply be- 
cause of the prejudices of a bunch 
of irreconcilables and isolationists in 
the senate, such an act will be inex- 
cuSable. The 5-5-3 ratio as to naval 
disarmament, created by the tri- 
parte agreement between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, at 
the Washington conference of 1921, 
is being rigidly adhered to by all the 
governments, Japan within the past 
few days having destroyed a dread- 
naught in keeping with the pact. 
And yet it is not satisfactory because: 
of the tendency to build up a super- 
Strength in small craft. It is defeat- 
ing its own ends. The approach- 
ing arms parley at Geneva will, it is 
presumed, readjust this problem 
along more sincere practical lines. 
And yet there is a strong disposition 
among the isolationists to stay in- 
tirely out of the Geneva conference 
simply because it is to be held—as 
it must be and should be—under 
the auspices of the league. Under 
the. auspices of the same combina- 
tion of nations by a different name 
it might be satisfactory. But the 
“league”’——never! President Cool- 
idge has very wisely held that no 
conference should be held until the 
Geneva conference has its day, and 
this probably indicates that he will 
have this government represented. 

There will be a howl from the 
same crowd of irreconcilables be- 
cause the suggestion is made that 
the United States cooperate in this 
proposal to proportionately and uni- 
formly reduce private manfuacturing 
of all arms. It should be overridden. 
It is one of the most practical lanes 
to the big road, and it is unthink- 
able that this government should not 
heartily enter into the negotiations 
that may result in the ends sought. 

This world can never be on any- 
thing but a snarling war basis so 
long as the United States continues 
its policy of talking universal peace 
and yet stands at the front door like 
a vicious, menacing bulldog. World 
cooperation is needed, and the prej- 
udices of a few men should not pre- 
vent it. 


WHAT FIGURES TEACH.

Of course, from a 
‘“tizer’” one may expect some harsh- 
ness and even a little ferocity, but 
tner+ are other pictures of “the father 
or victory” which show him tender 
hearted, kind and full of sentiment.

And on the morning of the armistice 
when hells began to toll and officials 
ang the great men of France ran 
mto his office they found him with 
his head buried in his arms on the 
fable,’ sobbing: “Mes enfants, mes 
enfants!”

Paris is having a new literary scan- 
dal. It appears that a man named 
Leroux has been selling manuscript 
letters of Napoleon to certain collect- 
ors, who paid stiff prices for their 
acquisition. Leroux told them that he 
obtained the papers in Prague last 
year, when the rumor went about that 
the archives of tiie old kingdom of 
Bohemia had divulged seeret dossiers 
containing 1eams of material written 
by the great Corsican. Several Pa- 
risians have been cuped an:l a certain 
salacious weekly is included among 
the victims, it is said. The editors of 
this publication had already prepared 
the public for a serial of “highly sen- 
sational and hitherto unknown amours 
of Napoleon.” Leroux now confesses 
the papers are rank forgeries. The 
incident recalls the famous case of 
Vrain Lucas, who swindled several 
eminent French citizens with his lit- 
erary forgeries between 1860 and 1871. 
He sold letters from Pascal, from 
Shakespeare, Rabelais and Galileo. 
There was one letter from Caesar to 
Cleopatra discussing their son Caesar- 
ian; a love letter from Martna to St. 
John and one from Martha’s brother 
to St. Peter “and a_ chatty little 
epistle’” from Mary Magdalene to the 
king of France. How this fraud could 
have heen perpetrated when it is con- 
sidered that ull the letters (and there 
were hundreds of them) were written 
on the same kind of paper and that 
they were all iu rather ungrammati- 
eal French, is a riddle. The maxim 
of Barnum seems the only answer in 
such puzzles. 


The Japanese 
Bugaboo. 


The American public has been told 
by certain newspapers that Japan is 
turning out 500 up-to-date fighting 
plunes a inonth. This message has 
been repeated with unfailing regu- 
larity for the past year or so A con- 
servative estimate would have to place 
the number of available Japanese fight 
planes at 10,900, considering the above 
named rate of manutacture. But Jst- 
vestia, the scviet official newspaper, 
complains that no airplanes of suit- 
able design can be bought in Japan 
and that there ‘s no surplus of that 
particular commodity in the land of 
the Rising Sun. Of course, Japan 
has airplanes and probably more and 
better planes than America. But they 
will not yet darken the sun like a 
flock of locusts, when they ascend.

But whether they reunite, or con- 
tinue to fight, is of little personal 
concern to me, for in the order of 
nature I cannot much longer be a 
subject of their whims or warfares.

was not born that way, but I 
was brought up under intense train- 
ing to look upon,anything “Yankee” 
as anathema maranatha!

Boys Saved From Crime 


(From Montgomery (Ala.) Times.) 

Valuable assistance in the care and han- 
dling of juvenile delinquents and depend- 
ents throughout the south has been given 
by the Juvenile Protection association, with 
southern headquarters in Atlanta, accord- 
ing to reports from court officials and 
civic organizations, 

Officials of the association, discussing the 
reports, state that the agencies which it 
helped to set afoot have been instrumental 
in reclaiming more than 20,000 children 
during the past year. Efforts of the as- 
sociation, it was state, have been directed 
toward the establishment of juvenile courts 
and probation systems, many of which are 
now in operation over the south. Rev. 
Crawford Jackson, through whose work 
the juvenile association was established 
many years ago, spends his time largely in 
traveling over the south in the interest 
of the association. 

‘The work of the association—which {is 
intended to reform and rightly direct way- 
ward youths who have been deprived of 
the proper parental protection—-is veing ex- 
tended to practically every part cf the 
south,’’ said Mr. Jackson on his return 
from an extensive trip. ‘‘More and more 
sre leading ‘nen and women taking an 
interest in this great child welfare work, 
they realizing that it is one of the great- 
est of human endeavors, and one which 
most largely contributes to clean govern- 
ment. It is generally conceded that any 
effort to help boys and girls, to discipline 
them, to train them in obedience to au- 
thority and to develop them along the lines 


that our organization is seeking ts do, is 
worthy of the most serious consideration.” 

The organization of branches of the as- 
sociation in various cities of the south has 
resulted in securing legislative acts ereat- 
ing juvenile courts and probation systems, 
it was stated by Mr. Jackson. These courts 
and probation systems, he stated, have done 
much toward reducing juvenile delin- 
quency, though such delinquency is still to 
be found in many sections. Additional 
juvenile courts are being created and will 
soon be in operation in several cities, it 
was announced here by officials of the 
association.

Here is another test of a good 
cook. A good cook never drives off 
the aroma when she is preparing 
coffee, but keeps it in the pot until 
you are ready to drink it. If you 
sniff the coffee in the hall and even 
away out by the front door or up- 
stairs, either the cook has a mad on 
and wants to precipitate a scene or 
her culinary education has_ been 
sadly neglected. 

The pleasant flavor of coffee is 
largely imparted by a volatile aro- 
matic oil, somewhat of the type of 
the oil in orange peel. ‘These vola- 
tile oils of the aromatic group are all 
soluble in cold water, and cold water 
is used to prepare peppermint water 
or camphor water. Heat drives off 
the oil as a vapor. Bear this in mind 
when making coffee. 

The coffee bean contains also the 
alkaloid, caffeine, which is the brain, 
heart and kidney stimulant in coffee, 
and tannic acid. Probably a fair 
dose of caffeine is present in_ the 
average cup of coffee whether the 
coffee is well made or not. 
tannie acid, however, imparts a_ bit- 
ter, disagreeable taste, and this 1s 
another reason why coffee should 
never be permitted to boil, for in 
boiling more of the tannic acid is 
extracted from the coffee, and it 1s 
the prolonged or constant drinking 
of this tannie acid concoction, not 
just a single drink, that drives men 
to the club, be it the Bon Ton or 
the corner bary It makes em fe 
bitter. Now I am not indulging in 
nonsense. I believe there 
an important psychological hearing 
concerned here, that one’s physical 
and mental well being may be deter- 
mined by the character of the coffee 
one has for breakfast, and I believe 
the devil's brew served in some homes 
and more restaurants in the name of 
coffee is an indirect incentive to 
crime.

Says Ex-Governor McDaniel 


Message Is Sent in An- 
swer To Appeal of Mer- 


cer for Great Memorial 
Building. 


That she shall turn out real men 
who Shall be statesmen, not poli- 
icians, is what future generations 
will expect’ of Mercer university at 
Macon, Ga., was the message to for- 
mer students sent by ex-Governor 
Henry D. McDaniel, of Monroe, Ga., 
one of the oldest alumni of that in- 
stitution. Governor McDaniel grad- 
uated with highest honors in the 
class of 1856. 

The occasion of Governor Mce- 
Daniel’s message was an appeal from 
Mercer to the alumni to unite in 
building a memorial to the Mercer he- 
roes of the three wars—civil, Spanish- 
American and World war. Governor 
McDaniel is next to the oldest alum- 
nus, and the oldest living soldier hav- 
ing served with distinction in the civ- 
il war, in charge of an entire brigade, 
though serving with the rank of ma- 
jor, receiving severe abdominal wounds 
and being taken prisoner and remain- 
ing in a prison camp on Johnson’s 
Island, Ohio, for 18 months. 

Never Asked Votes. 

Governor McDaniel was governor 
of Georgia from 1883 to 1887, and 
has the distinction of being elected to 
publie office without having asked 
for a single yote. “I never asked a 
man to vote for me,” he 
as having said. He was literally 
forced into office by his friends. He 
also enjoys the distinction of having 
had built the only public edifice built 
within its appropriation—the state 
capitol at Atlanta. 

Governor McDaniel was for 40 
vears on the board of trustees of 
Mereer university. Throughout a 
lonz and distinguished career, first 
as a lawver, then legislator, senator 
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and finally governor and capitalist 
(for many yeare he was one of the 
directors of the Georgia Railway & 
HKanking Co:.), he has retained an ac- 
tive and vital interest in Mercer's 
progress. There is no subject near- 
er Governor McDaniel’s heart than 
the eontinued expansion of this insti- 


tution. 
will Aid Athletics. 


The memorial building is to be a 
combination auditorium-gymnasium, 
and is made necessary because of 
Mercer’s rapid expansion as a uni- 
versity of high standards faster than 
her present capacity in physical 
equipment to care for the more than 
1.000 students enrolled. Every year, 
it is brought out, several hundred 
students seek admission who haze to 
be turned away for lack of facilities. 
The building will include 12 class 
rooms, a sport arena, seven offices. 
an auditorium seating 3.000 people, 
class room space for 400 students, 
swimming pool and practice courts. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
Mercer alumni and faculty and Presi- 
dent Weaver that the erection of sucb 
a memorial will place Mercer on an 
equal footing with leading universi- 
ties of the country in athletic and 
physical education facilities. Up _ to 
five years ago, it is stated, Mercer 
was practically unknown in inter-col- 
legiate athlieties. touring the past three 
or four years she has developed a 
championship basketball team, a near- 
championship baseball and basketball 
team, and a fine spirit of Ieyalty and 
enthusiasm among her student body. 
faculty and alumni. 

The city of Macon has contrib- 
uted $25,000 worth of steel for the 
new building, and students and fac- 
ulty have raised $8,000 of the 
$200,000 needed to complete the me- 
morial. The building is to be located 
near the stadium which the city of 
Macon is erecting for Mercer, with 
no cost except the site on which it 
is to stand. 

This is the first time Mercer alumnf 
have heen given an opportunity to 
finance any project for the benefit of. 
Mercer, and it is expected thar they 
will respond loyally to the anpeal to 
erect a memorial that will serve the 
students for many years to come. It 
is hoped that the new building will 
be ready in time to take care of the 
hundreds who will be seeking admis- 
sion to Mercer next September.

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POSTAL PAY HIKE 


Washington, February 22.-—Busi- 
ness interests embraced in the mem- 
bership of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States have voted in a 
nation-wide referendum overwhelming- 
ly in support of “an adequate in- 
crease in postal salaries,” but against 
“A flat general increase of pay, ap- 
plicable throughout the country for 
all classes of postal employes.” 

An analysis of the vote, made pub- 
lie today by the chamber. is said to 
reflect the opposition of business in- 
terests to the pending postal pay and 
rate increase bill. 

“The chamber holds,” the statement 
said, “that such increases, such as 
those members have approved, can be 
made without alteration in the postal 
budget and without necessitating any 
increases in postal rates.” 

“A review of the reports of the civil 
service commission,” the statement 
said, “shows clearly that the only 
urgent needs for increases in salaries 
in the postal service are for clerks 
and carriers in cities having the 
largest postal revenues, that is annual 
revenues of $8,000,000 and tipward. 
There are approximately 40,000 postal 
clerks and carriers in these clities— 
that is, about 12 per cent of the em- 
ployees in the entire postal service. 

“If these 40,000 employees were 
given the increase of $300 per annum 
contemplated in the pending hill, the 
cost would be approximately 312,000.- 
000. Three million dollars more vould 
cover the appropriate increases to 
clerks and carriers in cities of smaller 
size where conditions, althonzgh not 
serious. may be held to justify some 
increase. 

“As the budget of the postoffice de- 
partment for the year beginning with 
July 1, next, shows a surplus of a 
little more than $10,000,000 corgress 
could, without any changes in the 
present postage rates, without inateri- 
ally altering the postal budget, meet 
the requirements of theepresent situa- 
tion.”

Some 2,000 Methodist men and wom- 
en vigorously applauded Dr. J. L. 
Neill, of Prague, Czecho-Slovakia. dur- 
ing his address Sunday mfternoon at 
Wesley Memorial church, when he 


declared that vehement denunciation 
of the Roman Catholic church would 
never weaken the power of Ro- 
manism in Lurope or lift those people 
from the spiritual decadence into 
which they have fallen. Further ap- 
plause greeted Dr. Neill’s statement 
that only the pure gospel of a crucified 
Christ, proclaimed in th spirit of 
brotherliness and love, would serve to 
lift up thé masses and dethrone powers 
of superstition. 

Dr. Neill, who has been a resident 
of Prague for many years, was. ad- 
dressing a great laymen’s mass meet- 
ing, and was relating his observations 
in connection with religious develop- 
ments in continental Europe. 

Former Atlantan. 


Dr. Neill is a former Atlantan, his 
grandmother having been born and 
reared here, and he is a_ former 
student of Tech school. As a member 
of St. Mark church he was licensed to 
vreach under the pastorate of Dr. S. 
R. Belk, now pastor of Grace church. 

As a theme for his discourse Dr. 
Neill chose the words of St. Paul, 
with reference to the divine plan to 
save the world by the foolishness of 
preaching. He declared Europe to be 
superior to America in many respects, 
referring particularly to education, 
medicine, art and music. He declared, 
however, that the superior attain- 
ments of Europe in these respects 
could not transform the character 
of people. He deplored the numerous 
false alarms sounded in this eountry 
as to the economic conditions in cen- 
tral Europe, declaring that aconomi- 
cal conditions there are in every way 
all right. 

He stated that continental Europe 
today is a seething mass of antago- 
nistic peoples and that preparations 
for war are to be observed everywhere, 
with a half-million more soldiers now 
in service than in 1914. 

Response of People. 

Several incidents were related by 
Dr. Neill showing how Protestantism 
is opposed. and also revealing how 
the masses of people readily bear the 
gospel of love and light and respond 
in large numbers. 

He spoke of the phenomenal success 
of the great Methodist missionary cen- 
tenary movement in central Lurope, 
stating that many thousands of peo- 
ple in the land of Huss had gladly 
turned to Pretestantism and embraced 
personal faith in Jesus Christ alone, 
and that people of different ranks and 
stations in iife were coming to engage 
as fellow workers in carrying on the 
work of the spiritual kingdom. 

Dr. Neill asserted his conviction 
that continental Europe is today the 
most tmportant mission field on the 
earth, and assured his thousands of 
hearers that an open door of opportu- 
nity is now before the church of 
America tq carry to competi one 
of the most important achiev#Ments 
of religion since the days of the 
apostles. 

He said that America holds a_po- 
sition with reference to the small na- 
tions of Europe that no other nation 
enjoys. Especially is this true in Bel- 
gium, Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, due 
to the efforts made by America in be- 
half of the small nations during the 
world war. He said that the peo- 
ple venerate the memory of Woodrow 
Wilson, having his picture in every 
schoolhouse, and the name of the im- 
portant Franz Josef railroad station 


has been changed to that of the Wood- 


row Wilson station. 
“Carry On,” Urges Neill. 

Dr. Neill appealed to the Methodist 
laymen to carry on the work recently 
undertaken l'y them and increase their 
missionary efforts. 

Judge Price S. Gilbert. of the Geor- 
gia supreme court, presided over the 
mass meeting, which was also briefly 
addressed by Judge John D. Hum-

In Iron and Steel Demand 


New York, February 22.—Contrast- 
ing trade developments last week 
served to emphasize the more deliber- 
ate pace of business activities. Al- 
though additional progress was made 
in certain fields, it Was well pro- 
nounced and there was a _ distinct 
abatement in demand for certain prod- 
ucts, notably iran and steel. 


Favorable news was found in an 
unusually heavy volume of bank clear- 
ings, the maintenance of freight traffic 
ut record seasonal levels. indicating a 
substantial movement of merchandise 
and further beneficial curtailment of 
petroleum production. 

The recent improvement in the oil 
industry was given tangible recogni- 
tion through increases in the dividend 
rates of four oil companies—the Pan- 
American petroleum, Shell «Union, 
Ohio and Pennock. Available figures 
revealed that current earnings of many 
companies were much higher than 
last year as a result of advancing 
prices for raw and refined products. 

Forward buying of iron and steel 
products slackened noticeably although 
operations continued at a high rate. 
The weekly trade reviews predicted 
that unless there was a revival of new 
tonnage to replace the heavy inroads 
made upon first-quarter bookings a 
\slowing down of the present speed of 
{preduction was not far distant. Prices 
held firm, however, and it was gener- 
ally believed that a normal seasonal 
increase in buying would greatly stim- 
ulate the market... Stockholders of 
the Gulf States Steel company were 
voted a stock dividend of 111-2 per 
cent during the week. 

The extent’of last year's depression 
in the textile industry was strikingly 
reflected in the annual report of the 
American Woolen company, which re- 
ported a deficit of more than $11,- 
000.000 after the most unsatisfactory 
year in its history. The Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works also incurred a defi- 
cit in 1924. but these unfavorable 
showings had been discounted in ad- 
vance by the stock accident. which 
indicated that it was looking forward 
to improvement in both fields.

former senator from Colorado, has 
announced a preliminary gift of $3,- 
000,000 for fellowships in foreiga unl- 
versities. The endowment is cffered re- 
in memory of his son, John Simon 
Gugzenheim, who died while preparing 
for Harvard. 

The purposes of the foundation are, 
as outlined by Guggenheim, “te im- 
prove the quality of education and 
the practice of the arts and profes- 
sions in’ this country, to foster re- 
search, and to provide for the cause 
of better international understand- 
ing.” 

No age limits are prescribed, but 
the fellowships are intended for stu- 
dents between 25 and 35 years. They 
further differ from the Rhodes schol- 
arships in that they are open to wom- 
en, and to all colors, races and creeds. 
There will be about 50 scholarships 
of $2,500 a year each. 

Most of the appointments will be for 
one year, although where special 
courses warrant, they will be ex- 
tended one or two years more. The 
first national awards will be for the 
academic years 1926-1927. 

The principal obligation ‘mposed on 
the holders of these fellowships is that 
they shall produce contributions to 
knowledge in their special subjects 
and that they shall. make the results 
of their studies, publicly available.

earth, of two bodies. One is made up of 
our deiegates, the other of theirs. No 
law can pass until it passes both, just as 
in these other governments. 

Here is the marvelous thing. We've been 
saying all the time, ‘‘we are afraid yeu'll 
outnumber us and pass things we don't 
want.’’ “Very well,’ says the northern 
church, we will let the votes of your 200 
count just the same as our 400. We have 
twice the number of members, four times 
the conferences, 10 times the property, but 
never mind; we write it in the compact 
forever that your jurisdiction shall have just 
the same vote as ours.’’ 

Brethren, when you read that towering 
fact, you cannot wonder that the sessions 
of thet commission were seaked in prayer 
and as fragrant with Christ's spirit as any 
body of men that ever met on earth. And 
you cannot wonder that when it was adopted 
by the northern general conference by a 
vote of 802 te 13, a spiritual flame swept 
over that body that Dr. Shelton, who was 
there, characterized as the most spiritual 
hour he ever experienced in his minisiry. 
Felks do not make a concesston like that 
withort heaven's blessing deseending. Suall 
we concede nothing? In the face of a con- 
cession like that, how can anyone assert 
“No wonder they are in favor of it, it 
gives them every advantage?’’ 

If we were twice as big as they and had 
done that, wonld we feel like the plan gave 
us every advantage. Why! they surren- 
der the biggest advantage they have at the 
ontset, the advantage of numbers. (sod 
help us that we do not let them outdo us 
in magnanimity. 

But it is objected, that the plan .is not 
explicit enough,—it. doesn’t fix the details 
to start with. This again is the Christ- 
liest way imaginable. Suppose these com- 
missioners had gotten together and fixed 
up a hundred details. and then brought it 
to the churches,—wouldn’t thousands have 
rightly said,—you propose a whole plan 
of government here all shaped up with 
us having no voice in the formation. Is 
it. not far better to agree on the fewest 
details possible and get together to work 
out the rest? You cannot fashion a 
church government all at once. Why, 
there is not dne important detail of our 
own church polity that was not in the 
minority to start with, and most of them 
passed by a bare majority. If vou waited 
to unite until a group of men fixed up a 
thorough system to start with, Methusaleh 
would look like a baby beside the hoary 
churches when they came together. Well, 
what will you do for a government? Let 
each jurisdiction keep the system it has, 
until we can agree on a different one. 
Was there ever a saner, more common- 
sense plan than that? 

Overlapping Explained. 

It doesn't cure overlapping. Now, 
lapping needs sorely to be cured. Roth 
sides hewail the fact that there are 
ehurches of both branches in a thousand 
towns of America. In this hour when we 
owe nearly a million dollars missionary 
debt, when beth churches are about to 
have to call home hundreds of missionaries, 
burdened leaders are crying ‘Why this 
waste?’’ But don’t you let. them make 
rou believe that they have done all of 
the invading, or all the building of altar 
against altar. They have more down 
south, than we up north hecause they 
have had more money. But we have

ine, 

A sister came into my office and said, 
“I’m ashamed of you for being for unl- 
fication. They’ve got no business down 
here.’ JT took our church extension map 
and pointed to a little -red spot way up 
in Pennsylvania where we had helped one 
of our churches with missionary money. 
I said, “Sister, what business have we up 
there ?’’ A smile of satisfaction came 
over her face, as she replied, ‘‘To agera- 
vate the Yankees.’ Some of these churches 
have died, there is one state in which 
more of our churches planted by mis- 
sionary money have died, than now exist 
im wee 6 6Otete. . 6 

The main trouble is in the border states 
where they have nearly as many churches 
as we. Here the situation is awful. I 
have seen it with my own eyes.@I have 
worshipped in a Southern Methodist church 
with a Northern in a stone’s throw. So 
ridiculous that the people 6f the town are 
almost profane about it, and name one ‘‘The 
Chureh North of Christ’’ and one ‘‘The 
Church South of Christ.’’ They are hbeg- 
ging us for release. Listen to these words 
from laymen om the _ border, signed by 
scores of leading preachers and laymen. 

“We of the border-and west desire to 
associate ourselves with this appeal to the 
gulf states, confident of a magnanimous 
response: from a generous people. We 
want unification or federation under the 
pending plan. The border stood by the 
gulf states in 1844 and tn 1861, though we 
had litle or no interest in either contro- 
versy. When our brethren of the _ gulf 
states insisted in 1844 that separation was 
essential to their future we went with 
them. Likewise in 1861 after we had ex- 
hausted all possibilities, including the 
Washington peace conference, to compose 
the difference between the north and the 
gulf states and had found that war was 
inevitable, we cast our lot with the lower 
south. Left alone, we would not have 
separated in 1844, nor would we have gone 
to war in 1861. The border stutes in the 
Civil war, as did northern France and 
Belgium in the Great war, suffered most 
from the invading armies. We were in 
the path of all armies, north and south. 

“Now the tables are turned. We of the 
border and west are in distress and call 
for help. While we are not unanimous, 
the great majority are for unification.

You might put us 
in the Roman Catholic church, with its 
400.000,000 and its assortment of all na- 
tions, and they couldn’t put over social 
equality on Dixie. It is time, though, that 
we ceased letting ourselves be frightened 
off from every great forward movement 
that destiny offers us by waving a negro’s 
skin at us. The plan distinctly provides that 
they shall attend to their negroes, with such 
counsel as we care to offer, and we attend 
to ours, whom we set apart in the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal church, and each of us 
shall do it in our own way. That is ab- 
solutely all there is to it. But each of us 
are responsible under Gai to do for them, 
all we cam. ..-
